HAND OF “WETS” SEEN 


A new assault on the woman suffrage leg- 
islation at Springfield last spring, and the 
most serious yet started, was begun yester- 
day in the Superior court. 

William J. Scown,- president of the Wil- 
Ham J. Scown Building company, filed a pe- 
titon for an injunction restraining the board 
of election commissioners from carrying out 
the provisions of the woman's suffrage act 
passed by the Illinois legislature on June 26 


and the womans’ primary act four days later. 


May Delay Voting a Year. 

If the attack is successfyl, voting by. wom- 
en in Cook county will be delayed at least 
a year. Neither covld they serve as clec- 
tion officiala nor stand for election. Of 
vital importance also would be their inability 
to sign petitions on the “ wet "’ and “ dry ” 
question or on any other of public policy. 

Mr. Scown petitions as a property owner 
and taxpayer. The alleged basis for the 
suit is the expense which will be forced on 
the community by conforming to the law. 
He estimates it at some $222,500 as a mini- 
mum within the next year. | 

The points cited as grounds for action are 
matters: of constitutionality. Mr. Scown 
through his attorneys, Levy Mayer and Al- 
fred S: Austrian of Mayer, Meyer, Austrian 
& Platt, cites four provisions which he says 
are violated, 


Mentions Question Pending. 
‘The attorneys in their bill lay particular 
stress on the four questions, outside the 
election of officers, likely to come before 
the electorate in the spring. These are, 
briefly: 
Subways,

Springfield, Ill., Dec. 10.—[{Special.}—Gov. 
Dunne today vetoed the proposal to estab- 
lish a course In sex hygiene at the University 
of Illinois. In a letter to President Edmund 
J. James of the university he announced he 
would oppose the proposal at every turn. 
The trustees of the university, of which 
the governor is one, will. meet in the gover- 
nor’s office SaturdaY'morning. One of the 
chief purposes, it is understood, will be the 
consideration of the sex hygiene resolution, 
the text of which ig contained in the letter 
from Gov. Dunne to President James. 


Letter Sent by Governor, ~ 
Gov. Dunne’s letter to President James 
gays: 

Oct. 18, 1918.—Dear President James: 

Yours of the 15th inst. has been placed 
before me on my return from Hannibal, 
Mo. As to the first resolution proposed, 
to-wit: 
«* Resolved, That ft is the sentiment of 
the board of trustees of the University of 
Tilincis that as soon as feasible a public 
health laPoratory shall be establighed in 
the university which shall cotperate as 
best it may with all the forces now direct- 
ed to combating human disease,” you 
may record me as voting “ Aye.” 

With reference to the second resolution, — 
to-wit: 

* Resolved, further, That such Instruo- 
tion in sex hygiene should be given in the 
school of education and fn the college of

TALK OF TEACHERS’ STRIKE 


Mrs. Ella Flagg Young was forced out as 
superintendent of schools by the board of 
education yesterday. The “ hecklers 2 who 
once forced her to resign, gnd' have hu- 
milated her at almost every opportunity, 
sprang a “coup” that had evidently been 
carefully worked out in advance. 

John D. Shoop, first assistant superintend- 
ent, was elected to fill her place. His duties 
begin thig morning. 

Mrs. Young insisted her action was ir- 
revocable. However, her friends were in- 
clined to think if the mayor would drive 
the “ hécklers * from the school board she 
might be induced to return to the schools. 

News of the intention of Mayor Harrison’s 
appointees to dismiss Mrs. Young was given 
the mayor yesterday morning. He said at 
night that he had been half inclined to doubt 
it, but he did send his secretary to Peter 
Reinberg, president of the board, with in- 


} structions to prevent a secret ballot. He de- 


clared he did not know what he could do now. 
) He felt he had been double crossed. 


Mayor Critictues His Appointees.: 

“TI regret that Mrs. Young is to leave the 
school service and the position she has filled 
so well,” he said, “‘ but I regret still more 
that men I appointed should resort to under- 
hand methods to bring about action they 
knew was contrary to the wishes of the ad- 
ministration.” 

Mr. Reinberg did not prevent the secret 
vote. And immediately after it was taken 
he resigned as president. He said he had 
been betrayed. ‘ 

Dean Sumner, the stanch champion of 
Mrs. Young, aleo said his usefulness as chair- 
man-of the school management committee 
had ceased. He resigned from that office. 
Neither resigned from the board, however. 


Forecast by First Balict. 

Mrs. Young's defeat was forecast by the 
first ballot. It stood ten to six in her favor. 
Eleven votes were necessary to elect her. 
Four members did not vote. Julius Smietarika 
made a vain fight to foree the voters to de- 
clare themselves in the open. 

Mrs. Young followed the announcement of 
the test with the statement that she desired 
her name withdrawn at once. She said she 
could not do efficient work without the full 
confidence of the school board. 

Dean Sumner and Mr. Smietanka fought 
desperately to have the board reconsider. 
They were defeated. Shoop was elected on 
the second ballot—l1 to 5.

Ald. Merviam Declares Prisoners 
Work for Too Little Pay.

REPORT BEARS OUT CHARGES 


Chairman Aller Admits Labor Is Fur- 
nished Without Bids. 


“ “Tf the bridewell board obtained the best 
prices possible for the labor of the prison- 
ers,” said Ald. Charles E. Merriam yester- 
day, “‘ some of the gain could be paid to the 
families of the men deprived of their support 
by imprisonment.” , 

The alderman said he would appear before 
the finance committee of the council when it 
takes up his order for an investigation of the 
labor contracts of the institution. 

The committee will have before it a report 
to Mayor Harrison by Mathias Aller, chair- 
man of the board of inspectors of the bride- 
well, containing practically the same infor- 
mation used by Merriam in his charges that 
“ politics "’ controls the situation. Headmite 
that no bids are sought for the labor and 
that oral contracts only are made. 

“No written and signed contracts for a 
specified period of time are entered into,” 
reads the report. ‘‘A verbal agreement is 
made which is part of the record of the meet- 
ing of the board of inspectors. This agree- 
ment can be terminated at any time by either 
party. 

“This policy was adopted many years ago 
and has been adhered to since in order not 
to bind the city to any contract for a period 
of years that fabor conditions in the mean- 
time might make undesirable.” 

Outlining the three “ contracts ” listed by 
Ald. Merriam, the report says that the aver- 
age wage paid for men furnished the Inland 
Purse company is “ not more than 20 cents 
a day per man.”

North Carolina Delegate to 
Philadelphia Congress . 
Outlines Plan. 


INCENTIVE A NECESSITY. 


Reward for Honor Men the Se- 
eret, He Says; New Jersey Of- 
ficial Opposes Scheme. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 10.—The practicabil- 
ity of using convicts in the construction of 
public roads was discussed at today’s session 
of the American Road Builders’ associa- 
tion, and several speakers agreed inmates of

prisons should be so employed, both from | 


a moral standpoint and as a saving for the 
state. 

Joseph Hyde Pratt, state geologist of North 
Carolina, introduced the subject of convict 
labor. He advocated that prisoners in peni- 
tentiaries be divided in three classes and that 
they be given an opportunity by good conduct 
to reach the first class. He favored the em- 
ployment of prisoners in the construction of 
public roads. 


Convicts of Three Classes. 

“Starting on the principal that a convict 
is merely paying a debt to the state, and that 
if you treat him well he will respond,” Mr. 
Pratt said, ‘‘ my idea is that convicts should 
be divided into three classes. The first group 
should not have to wear stripes or any dis- 
tinctive uniform, and should be put ‘ on hon- 
or’ to do its stated share of work and not 
escape. The second group should weara dis- 
tinctive uniform, but not stripes. The third 
group should wear stripes and have their 
heads shaved, if necessary. 

“ By paying the first group men more than 
the second for their labor and the second 
more than the third, you set up a natural 
rivalry which will make all try to work their 
way into the first group. 

“Only when a man has proved he cannot be 
trusted should he be dropped into the third 
class and kept there. Even the worst pris- 
oner should have a chance to work his way 
back into the select company of the honor 


men. 
Prisoners’ Health at Stake. 
‘A certain amount of outdoor work is 
necessary for the health of prisoners. The 
state should not be vindictive.and ruin his 


health and starve his family while making 


him,pay the penalty of a crime. If used op 
the roads the men should be paid fair wages, 
with the actual cost of their keep subtracted, 
and sould be paid a fair amount for over- 
time or extra work. » ,

with reference to women voting. 

The woman's suffrage act of 1913 gives 
women the right to vote for the offices 
designated in the act. It is therefore 
clearly amendatory of section 65 of the 
election law. 

But the constitution provides no act 
shall be amended by a reference to its title 
only, but the act or section amended 
** shall be inserted at length in the new 
act.’’ 

The woman's suffrage act does not in- 
sert at length nor does it even make a 
reference by title to section 65 of the elec- ° 
tion law, which it amends. 

Also, certain officers for whom women 
are given right to vote are constitutional 
officers. 

Also, the woman's suffrage act gives 
women the right to vote on “all ’’ prop- 
ositions to be voted on by the electors of 
the state, whereas constitutional ques- 
tions, it says, are barred.

MARKET MEN COMPLAIN. 


Point to South Water Street Con- 
gestion and Tell of Ef- 
_ forts to Change. 


Mrs. John C. Bley, president of the Clean . 
Food club, yesterday before the municipal 
markets committee in the city hall advocated 
the standardizing of eggs. She said the city 
should make the legal weight of a dozen eggs 
twenty-four ounces. | 

“There is no inducement for the farmer to 
give the country merchant good eggs,’’ she 
said. ‘He gets so much a dozen whether 
the éggs are good or bad, large or small. A 
standard on eggs would help the market. The 
eggs would be strictly fresh when they came 
to the city, and they should fetch a better 
price than musty eggs. 

“There should be at least twenty-four 
ounces in every twelve eggs. Yet frequently 
there.are only eighteen ounces, and you pay 
as much for them as you would for better 
eggs. The city should fix a standard weight 
and then all the off sizes would be sold 
cheaper. The city market would be a great 
help in making food cheaper. ) 


Counts Six Middlemen. 

_“ From four to six middlemen handle the 
egg before you eat it. The farmer saves up. 
enough for a trip tothe country’store. The 
merchant lets them alone until he has a 
carload. The shipper sends them to a com- 
mission man, who turns them over to a 
jobber, who sells them to the retail man, 
and the consumer pays for all the specula- 
tion. Few eggs are not sold three or four 
times before they reach the consumer. 

“*In some communities twenty or thirty 
farmers’ wives get togethor into a league. 
They sell eggs under a guarantee, and place 
their names on each carton. Frequently one 
man or one woman represents the league 
and makes the sales. If these leagues could 
be induced to sell direct to the city markets, 
where the consumer could buy them, I think 
a great good would be done.” 


Troubles of Present Market. 

William L. Wagner of the Chicago Produce 
Trade and Credit association gave the com- 
mittee his opinions of the South Water street 
market, and said the “ street ’’ wanted to co- 
operate with the city in any way that would 
help business. 

** Market conditions, so far as we on South 
Water street are concerned,’’ he said, “ are 
most inadequate. We need a central produce 
yard, a jobbing district. All perishable goods 
should be kept in one yard. That would be 
the wholesale place and could be located 
farther away from the loop. 

“South Water street is crowded. Like the 
railroads, we are thirty or forty years behind 
the times. We are operating underas tem 
of shameful economic waste. At the present 
time we are looking for a suitable iocation 
within a radius of two miles from the present 
place. I can’t give the locality, as we are 
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1 millions of dollars, but it will be from one

‘ organizing and maintaining a military force 


of the size required by ‘‘ Circular 8” of the. 


war department “ within the existing appro- 
priations and military code of the state.”’ 

This means that if an organized division 
{s to be maintained which would permit 
Young and Kittilsen to retain their com- 
mands, Adjt. Gen. Dickson will have to re- 
port to the governor that one full regiment 
of infantry, fifteen full batteries of field 
artillery, two companies of engineers, one 
company of the signal corps, and one field 
hospital will have to be recruited and or- 
ganized before Jan. 1, 1914, and added to the 
present strength of the Illinois National 
Guard. 

Cannot Meet Requirements. | 

It is common knowledge in Springfield in 

efficial and military circles that such is a 
physical and legal impossiblity. The reply 
of the adjutant therefore to Gov. Dunne’ 8 
order will be in the negative. 
- The next step, it is understood, will be the 
issuance of an executive order treminating 
the active military service of the two gen- 
erals and stipulating the details of the reor- 
ganization.

As a matter of fact, [llinois at the present 
moment does not own a rifle, a round of am- 
munition, or a piece of clothing except 3,300 
overcoats.

WAR HOSTS READY 


Favors Building Up Reserves 
of National Guard and 
Regular Army. 


EIGHT MEN NOW ON CALL. 
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Trained Soldiers Prepared to 
Join Colors Equa} to Cor- 
poral’s Guard. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—Need of re- 
serves both of the national guard and the 
regular army that will provide a large num- 
ber of trained soldiers in en emergency is 
emphasized by Secretary Garrison in his 
first annual report to President Wilson as 


| head of the war department. 


Mr. Garrison poifts out that a call to arms 
would bring into the ranks of the militia a 


| host of untrained volunteers who would re- 


duce its efficiency to a minimum, and he 
calls attention to the fact that.the army 
reserve at present consists of eight men. 

National Importance Unquestionable. 


“The national importance of a reserve 


_ System for the organized militia cannot be 


questioned,” Mr. Garrison says. ‘* The min- 
imum strength at which militia organiza- 
tions are maintained in time of peace will 
render necessary a great and immediate in- 
crease in a national emergency, and this fact 
demands the presence of a system of reserves 
from which trained men may be secured for 
this increase. 

“Without some such system, not only will 

such increase be rendered exceedingly diffi- 
cult, but, even when accomplished, the effi- 
clency of the organizations will have been 
reduced to a minimum by the introduction of 
an untrained element double in number the 
trained personnel. 
: ** Proper organization as required by law 
is absolutely necessary if the organized 
militia is to be counted ot as a dependable, 
military federal asset in time of national 
need, and the organizations existing as such 
in name only will be required to complete 
their component elements or lose federal 
recognition of their character as such or- 
ganizations. 


Slight Target Progress. | 

“It is regretted that in [militia] target 
practice the reports show by slight progress 
during the year. This fact is the more serious 
as rifie practice is recognized as one of the 
most vital elements in the training of the 
infantry soldier. 

“The present tendency to develop rifle 
teams, composed mostly of commissioned 
officers, at the expense of target practice for 
the enlisted man is opposed to the federal 
policy in this matter and should be discon- 
tinued. 


Army Reserve Numbers Eight. 

“The adjutant general reported that ap- 
proximately 21,000 men enlisted in the army 
between Nov. I, 1912, and Aug. 31, 1913, and 
of this number sixty-one made application to 
be furloughed to the reserve at the expira- 
tion of three years’ service, and that on the 
date last named the reserve consisted of 
eight men. 

“T found from a personal trip to most of 
the army posts and from interviewing as 
many of the officers and men 4s I could that 
the men were dissatisfied with the present 
enlistment contract. 

“Tf we are to build up a reserve we must 
devise some method of doing so. That we 
must build up a reserve seems to be the con- 
sensus of opinion, and I understand that con- 
gress is favorable to a reserve. 

“One trouble with the present law un- 
doubtedly is that it does not offer as great 
financial inducement to the man who enlists 
so as to pass into the reserve as it does to 
the one who does not so enlist, particularly 
during the first six years of his service.”

{GERMANY AND U. §. UNITED 


Prince von Buelow Tells Rela- 
tions in His New Book. 


GIVES CREDIT TO KAISER. 


Two Nations Held to Be More Closely 
_ Linked than Others. 


BERLIN, Dec. 10.—Prince von Buelow’s 
reference to the relations of the United States 
and Germany in one of the chapters of the 
book to be issued this week on ‘German 
Under the Reign of William II.,” in which 
he deals with “‘ German policy,” shows how 
much the former imperial chancellor valued 
the friendship of the American government 
and people. 

= During the Spanish-American war & por- 
tion of German public opinion displayed 
strong sympathy for Spain and this was not 
agreeable to the United States,’’ he says. 
“The manner in which incidents that oc- 
curred between the German and American 
fleets at Manila were made the most of ina 
portion of the English and American press 
also cast a cloud over the relations of Ger- 
many and the United States. 

“ This feeling reached its climax in Feb- 
ruary, 1899, so that it Seemed well to empha- 
size the relationship by blood and race of 


the two nations in order to bring about a 
better feeling. 


: Should Maintain Best Terms. 
What I said at that period in the reichs- 
tag in this vonnection seems to have since 


been proved, namely: 

“* From the point of view of sensible pol- 
icy there is no reason why Germany and the 
Unitéd States should not be on the best of 
terms, I do not see any point where German 
and American interests clash, nor in the 
future do I see any point where the lines of 
our development should cross each other in 
an inimical way. We can say it calmly—in no 
other land in the last century has America 
found better understanding or more just 
recognition than in Germany.’ 

his understanding and recognition was 
given to America by Emperor William II. 
more than by any other person. He is to be 
thanked before anybody else for opening the 
way to a good and secure relationship with 
the United States. He gradually won over 
the Americans through his friendly sequen- 
tial and understanding way of dealing. 


Exchange of Professors Aids. 

“It also was a happy thought of our em- 
peror to bring home firmly and sincerely the 
intellectual junction of the two of the 
Germanié peoples by means of an exchange 
of prominent university professors. 

“In the United States live about 12,000,000 
Germans. Among these there is a growing 
effort since the foundation of the German- 
American national union in 1901, while re- 
maining loyal to their new fatherland, to 
keep up their relations with their old home 


and to strengthen them.”’

SHERMAN SPEECH AN ATTACK 
ON CURRENCY REFORM BILL. 


Senator Says “Caucus” Measure Will 
Provide for “Legal Boycott” of Non- 
member Banks, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—[Special.]—In 
an extended speech in the senate Senator 
Sherman of Illinois tonight criticised many 
of the provisions of the administration cur- 
rency bill. He argued in favor of the plan of 
publicly owned reserve banks proposed in 
the Hitchcock bill. 

“The caucus bill,” he said, “ provides that 
no member bank shall keep on deposit with 
any nonmember bank a sum in excess of 10 
per cent of its own paid up capital and sur- 
pius. No member bank shall extend directly 
or indirectly the benefits of this system to a 
nonmember bank except upon a written per- 
mission of the federal reserve board under 
penalty of suspension. 

“ This is a boycott law in the nature of a 
sympathetic strike of 7,500 national banks, 
assuming that all rush frantically into the 
system, against 18,000 other banks, state and 
private, in the country.”

It also is unfortunate that the course of 
action of this corporation has been such as to 
arouse most unpleasant suspicions and most 
legitimate resentment among many think- 
ing citizens. Prominent among the dubious 
aspects of the rhilroad’s policy of dealing 
with the city is its failure to make use of the 
services of its own officers or of its regular 
counsel, and its resort to the service of a 
lawyer, of ability, it is true, but known 


affiliation. 

In other words, instead of acting normal- 
ly, the Pennsylvania officials have thought 
it ethical or profitable to employ a lawyer- 
lobbyist to be their representative and advo- 
cate, and this as well as other facts point 
ominously toward a subterraneous under- 
standing between this uitlander corporation 
and some persons in authority in Chicago. 

The people of Chicago will tolerate nosuch 
handling of a problem of vital importance 
to the welfare and progress of the city. 

‘The people of Chicago, furthermore, will 
not permit an uitlander corporation to brush 
aside the considered recommendations and 
reasonable demands of the engineer selected 
by the city representatives and of other ex- 
perts of equal rank and equipment. 

It is time, also, for the railroads con- 
cerned. in this terminal, which may be said 
to. be Chicago railroads and whose man- 
agers are Chicago men, identified with the 
community, to assert themselves. The Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul and the Chi- 
eago, Burlington and Quincy railroads are 
involved and they should come into the open

WHY AN ADVANCE? 
If anything emanating from the city hall 
could cause surprise, the movement initiated 
by City Electrician Palmer to have the city 
pay the sanitary district a higher rate for 
power than its contract calls for would leave 
Chicago’s public in dumb amazement. 
At the time that the present contract be 
tween the sanitary district and ‘the city Was 
made, the city’s répresentatives fought vig- 
orously for a still lower price, claiming that 
the sanitary district was trying to make an 
unreasonable profit out of the city. 
At that time the only claimants that the 
figures were too low were the official publica- 
tions of the public service corporations. 

The price changed by the sanitary district 

for power to the city is high enough to return 
the drainage body a fair profit, and is a 
great deai higher than many water power 
plants charge for similar service. 
True, the sanitary district has loaded 
down its pay rolls far beyond the bounds of 
reason and has of recent years indulged in 
considerable wastefulness and unnecessary 
construction. ~ 

If City Electrician Palmer were devoting 
himself to the service of the city he would 
point out these unnecessary expenses as rea- 
|son for a still lower rate, and not pass over 
them in presenting an argument the only 
effect of which can be to furnish an excuse 
for scheming politicians to turn the power 
plant of the sanitary district over to private 
corporations at € nominal sum and then pur- 
chase electricity at a highly profitable figure 
to the new owners. 


ALTHOUGH Huerta has the power to give 
the Mexican congress vitality and the power 
to withdraw it, there is a doubt that the 
congress has the power to do the same for 
Huerta. Therefore the extension of his 
term as provisional president until next July 
may be regarded as subject to change with- 
out notice.

ILLINOIS TUBERCULOSIS SURVEY. 


WO years ago the Illinois Federation 
of Women’s clubs undertook a con- 
sumption survey of the state. The 
work was put in charge of the pub- 
lic health department of the federa- 

tion. The federation has a vice president 
for each of the twenty-five congressional 
districts, and each vice president was im- 
mediately put in charge of the work in her 
district, 

At the 1913 meeting, held in November, 
at Evanston, Dr. Mary G. McEwen report- 
ed for| the committee. ° The survey was 
fairly complete in forty-six counties and 
partially complete in six more. The ban- 
ner report was from th> Twentieth con- 
gressiona] district, while the reports were 
satisfactory from Brown, Cass, Calhoun, 
Greene, Jersey, Mason, Menard, Morgan, 
Pike, and Scott counties. 


—~o- 

The subjects covered were the number 
of deaths, number of living cases, number 
heeding aid, and the number now being 
eared for. The following suggestions were 
offered} 3 | 

“1, That, as tuberculosis is only a part 
of the larger sanitary or health problem of 
each cOmmuDnity, the survey of the cases of 
tuberculosis be continued where it has not 
yet been made and be increased in accu- 
racy in such districts as have already at- 
tempted this work, as a part of a sanitary 
= health survey of the state, which shall 

be undertaken by the federation. That 
the time for securing data be limited to 
the period between Jan. 1, 1914, and Jan. 
1, 1915, so that the statistics compiled may 
be accurate, 

“2. That, in making this sanitary sur- 
vey, we ask the aid of the two ‘extension 
secretaries from the Illinois Society for 
the Prevention of Tuberculosis, who shall 
furnish the clubs with expert guidance, 

“3. That, as Lealth is only one of the 
social problems presented to every com- 
munity, we coOperate with the survey coifi- 
mittee of the State Charities association, 
which is now making a social survey of 
many communities in the state, and render 
this survey committee any aid in our 
power.”

When this work was begun it was under- 
stood that scientific statisticians would not 
care much for the repokt. It would not 
commend itself to dry as dust men work- 
ing in dry as dust offices over dry as dust 
figures. 

Then, why was it done? 

It was foreseen that it would quicken 
the interest of this great body of good citi- 
zens in this. phase of public welfare. It 

would stop the talk in small towns that 
ae had no consumption. The women’s 
clubs would know better. It would lead 
to better care of the consumptives. Final- 
ly, it would lead to a general sanitary sur- 
vey which, in turn, would lead to a gen- 
eral ejeaning up.

See- 
ing that.caption to your article aroused the 
question whether that woman was right 
after all. But as your article was read 
through, I failed to discern any connection 
between the article and ‘The Hair of the 
Dog’ ot the head of it.’’

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BLOW TO LORIMER DEMOCRATS 


Senators Kern and Lea Will Oppose 
Their Selection—Lewis in an Em- 
barrassing Position.

“WAGES EAT UP PROFITS. | 


Protests by Manufacturers Fig- 


ure in Interstate Com- 
merce Hearing. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—~Hearings on 


_ the proposed 5 per cent increase of freight 


rates by eastern railroads were resumed to- 
day before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. Commissioner Harlan, directly in 
charge of: the case, presided, other members 
of the commission being engaged in cases 


| elsewhere. 


The railroads submitted additional statisti- 


cal evidence in support of their contention 


that an increase of rates would be necessary 


to enable them to furnish service demanded 
‘by the public and to secure anything like @ 


reasonable return for their services. 


Points to Wage Increase. 

John C. Walber of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad testified as to the wage increases 
whichh ave been made by the railroads par- 
ticipating in the petition, for an increase of 
freight rates. He said estimates for twenty- 
nine of the thirty-eight railroad systems 
show an increase in wages for 1913 over 1910 
of $48,618,972 and that not less than $8,750,- 
000 more could be added to the expenses of 
the railroads parties to the recent arbitration 
proceedings. ~ 

George 8S. Patterson, counsel for the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, eaid the award of incredsed 
wages to the firemen would cost the Pennsyl- 
vania ** $500,000 a year, and that the more re- 
cent award made by arbitrators té the con- 
ductors and trainmen Would be an added 
burden of $1,200,000 a year.’’ No part of this 
increase, he adé@ed, was. ineluded in the fig- 
ures of operating expenses already filed 
with the commission in the pending case. 


No Dividends for Railroads. 

Vice President Maxwell of the Wabash as- 
serted that recent operations and expenses 
of railroads in the Central Freight associa- 
tion indicated that they had earned no divi- 
dends upon the new capital invested in 1913, 
and their gross revenues were much less 
in 1913 in proportion to the amount of capita) 
invested than in 1910, 

William A. Glasgow of Philadelphia pre- 
sented protests against the advance in rates 
from manufacturers and users of coke and 
from manufacturers of cement. Protests alse 
were presented by Francis B. James, rep- 
resenting the Eastern Paving Brick Man- 
ufacturers’ association, the National Shoe 
Wholesalers’ association, and a score or more 
of flour millers of the northwest, particu- 


larly of Minneapolis, Minn. 


Commissioners Talk Rates. 


The future state valuations of railroads in the 
United States will be largely governed by the 
values set by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, according to sentiments expressed at a meet- 
ing of the Netional Association of State Railway 
Oommiesioners in the Hotel La Salle yesterday.

Sulzer’s Friend Hennessy Promises

He repeated the testimony he gave yes- 
terday that at the solicitation of Everett P. 
Fowler, the so-called ‘‘ Tammany bagman," 
he had sent a $5,000 contribution to Palmer 
in behalf of his corporation and received 
back the canceled check therefor indorsed 
with the signature of the state chairman.

CENSUS BUREAU REPORTS 


| Government Here Shown as Cost- 


ing About Fourth as Much 
as in New York. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ]} 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—{Special.}— 
Chicago, Washington, and Indianapolis, are 
the only large cities in the country which 
live within their income, according to a re- 
port-on municipal finances for 1012, issued 
by the census bureau today. : 

Chicago in 1912 had a revenue of $32.59 per 


capita and expended $29.55; Washington 


an income of $42.05 and expense of $37.69, 
while Indianapolis took in $23.68 and spent 
$21.97. New York earned $40.57 and spent 
$50.64, while it had a net indebtedness of 
$156.57 per capita, as compared with Chi- 
cago’s $28.62. 

New York is a spendthrift compared with 
Chicago, which shows a simpler scale of mu- 
nicipal living all along the line. With half 
the population of New York, Chicago had 
about one-third as much revenue from all 
sources, while its government cost only a 
little more than one-fourth as much. The 
principal items of the comparison follow:

What is all this talk about his being on the 
market?” 

“When informed that Tinker had expres*ed 
a desire to return4o the Cubs the club owner 
said: ‘I want him and will pay the price 
for him. I wil pay real money. I can’t say 
what I will offer until I see Herrmann. I 
did not know until now that Tinker was to 
quit the management of the Reds.” 

The scramble for the services of Tinker

New York to Get Konetchy. 

The entrance of the Chicago club into the 
competition kept the number of bidders at 
yesterday's total of four, the New York club 
having withdrawn from the contest.

TO PLAY HARVARD 


Athletic Board Declines Offer 
‘for Football Game in the 
East Next Fall. 


: VETO. SURPRISES MIDWAY 


Opposition to Intersectional Con- 
tests Shown by Stand of 
Professors.

FY MAROON. 

Student hopes for a Harvard-Chicago foot- 
ball battle at Cambridge next fail were 
destroyed by the Maroon board of physical 
rulture and athletits at a meeting held yes- 
terday in the office of President Harry Pratt 
Judson. The ruling body definitely declined 
Harvard's offer to meet Coach Stagg’s team 
on Oct. 31, and announced a new gridiron 
policy which left the pro-Harvard enthus- 
lasts without an argument, 

The surprise of the gathering was the 
decision to confine Chicago’s football ac- 
tivities entirely to the conference for the 
time being. The gist of the Maroon action 
was condensed in the following statement, 
given out for publication: 

‘‘The University of Chicago has received 
an invitation to play a football game with 
the Harvard university team in Cambridge. 
Mass., next autumn. At a meeting of the 
board of physical culture and athletics held 
on Dec. 10, appreciation of the invitation of 
Harvard was expressed. In the opinion of 
the board, however, it is not at present ad- 
visable for the University of Chicago to 
schedule football games outside of the west- 
ern conference, and especially at so con- 
siderable a distance.”’ 


Intersectional Games Opposed. 

The unexpected slam at intersectional con- 
tests was enough of a shock to the students 
to temper their disappointment over the 
Harvard offer to some extent. It was the 
first indication the Maroon authorities had 
given since the rescinding of the rule against 
intersectional games last June that they 
were not in favor of battles between the 
east and west. The statement is taken to 
mean that Chicago again will schedule seven 
‘ Big Nine ’’ games. 
considered hostile to intersectional contests, 
altthough they agreed to the conference rule which 
prohibited such contests in the seasons of 1910 
and 1911. The students and alumni already were 
debating the possible outcome of a Chicago-Har- 
vard game, confident that the board would favor 
an invasion of the east, and they were unpre- 
pared for the action taken. 

It was the opinion of a part of the Maroon fol- 
lowers that the board was influenced by the fact 
that Harvard had not offered Coach Stage a re-

Honor for 1912 Conferred by King Gus- 
tave of Sweden—Henri La Fontaine 
of Brussels Gets 1913 Award, 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 10-—-The Nobel peace 
prize for 1912: was conferred today on Sena- 
tor Elihu Root of New York and that for 1913 
on Senator Henri La Fontaine of Brussels, 
Belgium, who was formerly president of the 
permanent international peace bureau of 
Berne, Switzerland. 

As no Nobel peace prize was awarded last 
year, there were two for disposal this year,

PLAN APPROVED | 


Subcommittee of Council Ac- 
cepts $22,385,000 Project 
for Tubes Under City. 


NO ADDITIONS MADE. 


An outtine of the proposed ordinance for 
the “Arnold plan” of downtown subways 
for the street car lines was approved yester- 
day by the subway committee of the council 
committee on local. transportation. 

In ordering the ordinance drafted the alder- 
men overrode Mayor Harrison's suggestion 
that. provision be made for extensions into 


the west side not contemplated for immedi- 


ate construction by the supervising board. 


‘The mayor's suggestion was that the city use 


$10,000,000 of its bonding power to finance 
the extra mileage, but the subcommittee 
agreed that any necessary-capital in addition 
to the city’s traction fund should be furnished 
by the companies, 

“If the present plan is submitted to the 
people,”’ sai@ Mayor Harrison, “it will fail 
three, four, yes, five to one on the west side. 
I'll stake my political reputation on that.” 


Capitain Gives Outline, 

The outline of thé ordinance approved wag 
presented by Ald. Henry D. Capitain as fol- 
lows: 

“1, That the subways be municipal 
subways, the title to be vested in the city 
of Chicago. 

“2. That the cost of the subway sys- 
tem shail be paid out of the traction fund 
to the extent it is sufficient, and that the

HE characters in Mr. Kenneth Goodman's 

“Barbara” patter smartly during the 

twenty minutes of their existence at the 

Fine Arts, saying nothing much very well 

indeed. Theirs are the trim, confident 
phrases of the well turned sort, uttered blandly 
and with a dainty regard for rhythm. At times 
»they are almost Gilbertian, so glib and rippling 
are they. One of these characters, played by 
Miss Mona Limerick, is a light fingered lady, 
caught pilfering silver from the apartments 
of Archibald, another character, by Archibald’s 
butler, still another. She is a placid depreda- 
tor, explaining with great calmness that she 
adopted sneak thievery (Mr. Goodman would 
hever use such a barbarism) in preference to 
the primrose path, because of its less rigorous 
demands on the constitution. Archibald, in the 
person of Mr. Dalias Anderson, is rather a dull 
young chap, in need of money, and he becomes 
engaged to her. The betrothal is furthered by 
the paternal and efficient butler, Mr. B. Iden 
Payne, who has acquired wealth through varied 
activities as a smuggler, a theologian, a forger, 
@ burglar, a variety actor, and a landlord of 
houses used for unpleasant purposes. He pro- 
vides the funds for their support and they 
consent graciously to continue him in their 
service. 

It is pleasant, graceful fooling and caused 
considerable polite laughter last evening at the 
Fine Arts.

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Bryan Says One Man 


Can Earn a Million. 


Ew YORK, Dec. 10.—Secretary of State 

William J. Bryan, in speaking before the 

clerical conference of the New York Fed- 

eration of Churches on the subject of 

“ fundamentals,” today said it is his be- 
lief that “it is possible for a man really to 
earn $30,000 a year for a lifetime of thirty- 
three and one-third working years, or a mil- 
lion dollars a lifetime.” 

Secretary Bryan made this declaration in digs 
cussing man’s relation to the society about 
him, whtch, he said, was one of the three things 
fundamental in human life, Other fundamen- 
tals he mentioned were one’s relation to the 
government under which he lives and to his 
God,

The meeting was attended by ministers only, 
Rorceentine fifty religious denominations. 

“Man does not work alone,” Mr. Bryan con- 
tinued. “He works in conjunction with 
others, and therefore an intelligent man should 
realize his relations to society. 

“ How much can a man honestly collect from 
society? Only a sum that barely measures the 
services he gives to society. And an honest 
man will not desire to collect more than he 
honestly earns.”

Comparing the wealth of the richest Amer- 
ican, which he estimated at $500,000,000, Sec- 
retary Bryah declared his belief that Thomas 
Jefferson and Abraham Lincoln gave services 
to the world that were worth immeasurably 
more than that. What the world needs, he 
added, is not the men who amass money to. 
give it away when they die, but men who will 
give themselves to society.

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Tells How Kansas City 
Solves Its Problems. 


ACOB BILLIKOPF, who less than fifteen 
years ago arrived in this country an illit- 
erate exile from Russia, yesterday aston- 
ished members of the Chicago Association 


of Commerce with his presentation of the 


ork done by the Kansas City (Mo.) board of 
public welfare, of which he has been a member 
since its inception. 
ing the weekly luncheon of the association in 
the Hotel La Salle. 

Mr. Billikopf’s ideas for the solution of prob- 
lems of the unemployed, the criminal, and of 
social and economic questions were received 
with such acclaim he was pressed with more 
than a dozen invitations. to make addresses be- 
fore other Chicago organizations. Dr.’ Charles 
Richmond Henderson, to whom Mr. Billikopf 
said he is more indebted than to any other man 
living, said he was proud of; his protégé, “the 
supreme example of the fallacy of the proposed 
literary test for immigrants.” 

The Kansas City board of public welfare, he 
said, is a municipal body made up of members 
appointed by the mayor. It is financed by the 
city, although since Mr. Billikopf has added new 
departments to the scope of its work it has 
proven a saving to the taxpayers and is coping 
with situations other large cities have been un- 
able to handle. The men who are haled before 
the municiupal courts are the chief interests of 
the board. 

oa 

“There are few communities besides Kansas 
City where the man who is econviated of an of- 
fense is treated in a humane way,” he said. 
“The case of each man is studied thoroughly 
and paroles are granted when the proper diag- 
nosis of his case is made. There are four pro- 
visions of a parole. The man is forbidden the 
use of intoxicating Hquors for a period of one 
year. If his surroundings are bad he is forced 
to move into a desirable neighborhood. He 
must get a profitable job with a concern of rep- 
utation. He must report every week to the 
office of the board and give an account of his 
actions during that week. 

“He is impressed with the fact that if he 
fails to comply with any of the provisions he 
will be sent back to the municipal farm, which 
is substituted for the jail of other cities. It 


has been the experience of the board during the 


time of its existence that 10 per cent were re- 
committed, 15 per cent left the city and were 
never again heard from, and 75 per cent made 
good and were restored to useful citizenship. 

“More than $288,000 was earned by men and 
women,on parole in one year. During a recent 
month there were 700 men and women on pa- 
role and 600 reported having earned an aggre- 
gate of $20,000 in the month. If it were not 
for the parole system Kansas City would have 
lost that amount besides the cost of keeping 
the prisoners. Authority is vested in the board 
to care for families of men on parole who are 
unable to keep up the expenses of the family 
and care for families of men who are kept at 
work on the municipal farm. Between $400 
and $600 is expended every month in this man- 
ner. 
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“We realize that it is not right to keep the 
chief bread winner of a family imprisoned and 
allow the family to starve. The municipal farm 
where some of the convicted men are kept is 
located ten miles from the city and comprises 
160 acres of good land. There now are 275 men 
doing productive work. During the two and a 
half years since the farm was established the 
men have built roids, a house for the superin- 
tendent and the foremen, and have sold several 
thousands of dollars’ worth of vegetables and 
farm produce, 

“This is in contrast to the old workhouse 
system, where men are kept in complete idle- 
ness and destructive subjection. The jailer on 
the farm is called the superintendent and the 
guards are called foremen. Every man is 
treated like a man and not like a criminal. At 
the last report it was shown that each man 
earned in excess of the cost of keeping him an 
average of $28 for his term of imprisonment.” 

Dr. Henderson said Mr. Billikopf came to 
America and by hard work graduated with a 
bachelor of arts degree from Richmond college, 
Richmond, Va., and had come to him highly 
recommended. He said Mr. Billikopf at first 
impressed him as a man bound to succeed, and 
he was convinced of his belief with his early
